Painter loses life on Elk Grove 
farm as fire foils rescuers 


A 28 year old man was burned to death early Sunday 
morning despite repeated attempts to rescue him out of a 
small summer house which became a blazing inferno in a 
matter of minutes. 
The victim, William F. Umdenstock, had rented the cot­ 
tage on the Henry Moellenkamp farm, Rte. 58, second farm 
east of Rte. 83, just two weeks 
before the fire. He was em­ 
ployed as a painter by Gus 
Schaeffer in A r l i n g t o n 
Heights. 
According to witnesses Um­ 
denstock 
returned home about 
2:15 a .rn. Sunday. Mrs. Moellen­ 
kamp said she got up shortly 
after hearing a car drive in the 
yard and lo fted out the window. 
"EVERYTHING 
was dark in 
the cottage,” she said, “so I just 
assumed he w ent to bed. 
I re­ 
turned to bed and hadn’t been 
there more than 15 minutes when 
the tenants upstairs yelled down 
that the house was on fire.” 
She roused her husband and 
both ran outside, pnly to see 
flames already shooting through 
the roof of the cottage, which 
minutes before had been com­ 
pletely dark. A garden hose was 
connected near the back door and 
they started pouring w ater on the 
house, but the flames continued 
to shoot up and the heat was in­ 
tense. 
Two men from upstairs came 
down and tried, with Mr. Moel- 
lenkamp, to get Umdenstock out 
of the cottage. They were unable 
to enter the building because of 
the flames and billows of thick, 
black smoke. They called to him, 
and at times they thought they 
saw a dim outline of him stand­ 
ing in the cottage, but either the 
heat was too intense or he lost 
all sense of direction, because 
they were unable to get any re­ 
sponse, except a low moaning 
sound.

STORY OF ARLINGTON HEIGHTS LIBRARY THRU THE YEARS 


DAISY DANIELS 


Arlington Heights has her li­ 
brary today because of the dream 
of a handful of 
women 
who* 
banded together 64 years ago to 
form the “Ladies Reading Cir­ 
cle/* 


The dream of 
the 
Woman’s 
club from the beginning was 
a 
library for Arlington 
Heights. 
Members began 
to 
contribute 
books. 
Accumulating them was 
slow but rewarding. 


The Ladies 
Reading 
Circle, 
later to become in 1896 the Ar­ 
lington Heights Woman’s club, 
came into being January 
16, 
1888, when Mrs. Amos Walker, 
wife of the school principal, in­ 
vited five of her friends to her 
home at 407 N. Evergreen ave. 
(This house has just been moved 
away.) 


Tile Chatauqua Movement had 
been spreading throughout 
the 
country and Mrs. Walker felt it 
an opportune time to interest Ar­ 
lington Heights women. The af­ 
ternoon was spent 
in 
reading 
and discussion, and so enjoyed 
that it was agreed to meet once 
a week and invite others to join. 
Two years later there were 18 
members, and by 1900. 58 mem­ 
bers were enrolled. 
The 
club 
was federated in 1899 and is the 
oldest club in the seventh dis­ 
trict 
Mrs. Daniel Draper, first presi­ 
dent of the Woman’s club, who 
served for 18 years, set the pat­ 
tern for the club in 
years 
to 
come. 
From its very beginning 
the 
library was the center of 
the 
club's 
interest 
and 
activity. 
Members began 
to 
contribute 
books. 
Accumulating them was 
slow but rewarding. Mrs.^ John 
Dietrich housed them until there 
were enough books to warrant 
the opening of the library. 
Finally the library was opened 
In 1894 two days a week in the 
Shephard home at 310 N. Dunton 
st. 
Miss Effie and Miss Lucy 


housed and managed the library 
for 15 years. 
The only remun­ 
eration they received was 
ex­ 
emption from club dues and oc­ 
casional gifts of money. The total 
cash received was $28.45 for 15 
years’ service. 


The Woman’s club year book of 
1898 lists 150 books in the li­ 
brary—mostly fiction, with some 
history, biography and religion. 
When the library moved from its 
first home, it 
contained 
750 
books and magazines. 


LIBRARY DAY was 
inaugu­ 
rated in 1898 and continued an­ 
nually for ten years. On that day 
members were asked to donate a 
book or make a cash donation. 
This meeting was held at 
the 
Draper homestead where refresh­ 
ments were always served. 


In 1902, the first Library com­ 
mittee was appointed and 
its 
duty was to collect 25 cents a 
year from each member for pur­ 
chase of new books. 
Mrs. Elizabeth 
Sigwalt 
wa* 
chairman of that first library. 
Other members of the committee 
which served for 28 years were 
Mrs. Haynes, Mrs. Fred Loren - 
zen, Mrs. Dyas, Miss Ella Tay­ 
lor/ Miss Edith Jenkinson. 


Mrs. J. E. Best joined that 
committee in 1907 and for more 
than 20 years served the cause 
of good reading for children of 
the village. 


In 1909 the school board allow­ 
ed the club room of 
the 
old 
school building for use of the 
library. 
From 
this 
time 
on, 
school children were privileged 
to use the books, coming in 
droves at the cJbse of school. 
The books were tared for by 
a 
committee 
appointed 
by 
the Club, and they 
gave 
two 
days a week to this service. They 
also mended books at home. 
In July 1918 the Woman's club 
considered the purchase of the 
Begqman office for a home for 
the club library. 
This building, 
now the home of Arthur Ash­ 
craft on S. State rd., was then 
located on railroad property 
at 
State rd. and Davis st The move 
was vetoed when members de­ 
cided that the price 
was 
too 
high, the location poor and 
the 
building too small.

The library remained in 
the 
school for 18 years. 
The 
last 
eight years the only space avail­ 
able was the upper hall. Mrs. 
Best was official buyer, buying 
mostly at sales 
and 
carrying 
hundreds of books home as there 
was no money for express. 


DONATIONS OF books came 
from friends. Mr. Banta donated 
many children’s books as well as 
sets of adult books. 
By 1915 
thers were 1,000 volumes. Many 
were the projects to earn money 
for the library. 
Among them— 
home talent plays. 


Old magazines and papers were 
sold. Even the children worked. 
An item in 1910 Herald tells 
that two boys, Ralph Nehls and 
Willie Weber, put on a 
magic 
lantern show and earned enough 
to purchase a new book. Travel 
lectures with stereoptican were 
given. 


There were many parcel post 
parties, one netting $41. Movies 
were often given. A bazaar in 
1915 added $145.16 to the fund. 
There were bake sales, ice-cream 
socials, pie socials, white 
ele­ 
phant sales, rummage sales, host­ 
ess luncheons and later theatre 
book sales. 
The biggest 
boost 
came in 1919 when the Woman’s 
Civic League presented $334.63 to 
the fund. 


Meanwhile s e n t i m e n t was 
growing for a larger library place 
where books were available to 
the general public outside 
of 
school hours. A Tri Sigma group 
in the Methodist church, headed 
by J. Y. Beatty, worked hard to 
create public interest in a com­ 
munity* library. 
Finally 
the 
people of Arlington Heights 
a- 
woke to the fact that it might be 
possible to carry a vote author­ 
izing a small tax to maintain a 
public library. 
AN ELECTION was held 
in 
1926 and the VA mill tax carried. 
Until the tax money should come 


in. the library operated as 
a 
community project, with Mr. N. 
M. Banta as president. 
Other 
members were 
Bruce 
Jarvis, 
Arthur 
McElhose, 
Mrs. 
Wm. 
Guild, J. Y. Beatty. A room was 
secured for $16 a month above 
the People’s State Bank 
with 
Mrs. Frances Jenkinson as librar­ 
ian. Later Mrs. Fred Utterback 
served as librarian. 
Books and 
money 
for operating expense 
were 
solicited. 


April 30, 1927, Woman’s club 
donated their library 
of 
1,600 
volumes to the Arlington Heights 
Public Library. 
Meanwhile the 
club had accumulated $1,800 in 
40 years of careful saving, and 
now was the time for the ful­ 
fillment of their dream. 


Mrs. W. J. Hausam, president, 
appointed a committee to 
pur­ 
chase furniture for the 
library 
soon to be housed in the new 
municipal building. 
Mrs. J. E. 
Best. chairman, with Mrs. Dra­ 
per, Mrs. F. Lorenzen and Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick chose the furniture 
with the help of the state librar­ 
ian. Bronze tablets were placed 
on all pieces, “Gift of Arlington 
Heights Woman’s Club, January 
1930/* 


Besides the furniture, an elec­ 
tric clock and several pictures 
were purchased as well as'w in­ 
dow shades. Formal presentation 
was made to the village 
board 
February 17, 1830. 


Mrs. Baxter became the librar­ 
ian in October of that year and 
served until her death in 1949! 
Under her friendly and capable 
leadership, the library became a 
Mecca for young and old. 


She was followed in turn by 
Mrs. Ray Lawbaugh, Mrs. Doro- 
thev Mitchell, and now 
the li­ 
brary is in the efficient hands of 
Mrs. Charles Kule. 


The 150 books in 1898 
have 
increased to a catalogue of some 
15,000 books and 
the 
patrons 
from a little group of club mem­ 
bers to more than 2,000 regular 
patrons.

Sometime ago, a Lake County village voted down a school bus 
proposal. 
This particular community was being built up rather 
quickly, as a number of other communities are. 
The chief argu­ 
ment which the opponents of the school bus used in order to carry 
their point of view was, “They wanted to move to the country; 
now let them put up with the inconveniences of the country.” 
In one way or another, this 
sort of answer is being given to 
a number of proposals regarding 
civic life in many of our com­ 
munities. 
Not too long ago, 
there was a letter in the Fence 
Post from someone in the Fee- 
hanville school district which 
carried the same general point 
of view. 
NOW I KNOW nothing about 
the pros and cons of the Fee- 
hanville situation, but a state­ 
ment like, “We did not ask you 
people to come into this area,” 
is not restricted to particular is­ 
sues in a local school problem. It 
is a part of the general feeling 
that many who are older resi­ 
dents of a given area feel in 
regard to newer residents. 
It overlooks the fact that two 
hings have always been charac­ 
teristic of our American way 
of living. One has been our in- 
l^nsive mobility. 
In the Old 
World, a family might live for 
seven centuries or more in the 
same village. 
In the past sev­ 
en years, more than half the 
families of America have chang­ 
ed communities of residence. 
The 
second thing that has 
been characteristic of us has 
been our vigorous participation 
in civic affairs. 
American peo­ 
ple always get excited when 
conditions are less than per­ 
fect. 
Or, I should say, when 
the imperfections are sufficient­ 
ly glaring and impinge directly 
enough upon the welfare of their 
families. 
The Pottawatomie still have a 
case pending before the U. S. 
court which settles Indian claims 
of injustice, in which they as­ 
sert that they were maliciously 
defrauded of all their lands in 
northern 
Illinois by contracts 
which they were forced to sign. 
Unfortunately, they are willing 
to compromise and do not insist 
that the vast metropolitan area 
—with all its smoke and dirt 
and fifty-foot lots—be returned 
to them for hunting grounds. 


We can’t give it back to the 
Indians; they don’t want it. 
IT IS A strange development, 
but where a society is over-or­ 
ganized, many of us want to get 
ou t And when we get out, we 
immediately set to work to im­ 
prove the organization of the 
society into which we move. 
The Knights of S t Mary of the 
Teutons were not received with 
open arms by the Wends and 
Prussians 
and 
other 
Slavic 
groups 
when 
the 
Teutonic 
Knights took over their land 
and began draining their marsh­ 
es and clearing the forests and 
establishing 
the 
benefits 
of 
Christianity. 
Strangely, 
these 
Slavs, a1! of whom have Ion. 
since 
disappeared 
as 
racial 
groups, did not even appreciate 
the 
benefits 
of 
Christianity 
which the Teutonic Knights al­ 
so brought them. 
An this is 
odd, because every one who was 
baptised immediately saved his 
own 
life—and 
gained 
eternal 
salvation as well. 
This will not answer any of 
the problems of those who used 
to 
know * everyone 
of 
their 
neighbors and now find a great 
many strangers and newcomers 
around, but it may help them 
to understand their problem and 
to live with it

Trucks must have 
splash guards 


starting July 1 


Illinois farmers were remind­ 
ed this week that they must 
equip til trucks used outside the 
limits of • city, village, or in­ 
corporated town with rear fend­ 
er splash guards starting this 
July I. 
Cullen B. Sweet, director of 
local government for the Illinois 
Agricultural Association, who is­ 
sued the reminder, said the law 
passed in the 1951 session of 
the general assembly requires 
the splash guards to be so at­ 
tached 
ai 
to 
'"prevent 
the 
splashing of mud or water up­ 
on the windshields of other mo­ 
tor vehicles." 
SWEET ADDED the state po­ 
lice 
are 
now 
warning 
truck 
owners of the provisions of the 
law and they have been order­ 
ed to start enforcing the law 
after the July I date. 
The law 
was passed aa a safety measure 
for the protection of motorists 
in damp weather. 
"The secretary of state 
says 
there are no specific regulations 
in the law aa to length, width, 
or type of material to be used 
when installation is made and 
that his office ii making no in­ 
terpretation regarding specifica­ 
tions of splash guards, 
Sweet 
said. 
"The 
department 
of 
public 
safety, charjed with enforce­ 
ment, has mfc rmed me they 
have no specific regulations as 
to what th* splarh guards are 
to be made of or as to their 
size and width," Sweet conclud­ 
ed, "but they indicated they will 
approve splash guards which ap-

Greater car# in handling 
and 
storing grain on the farm will be 
good business this year and from 
now on. 
Carl F. Mees. 
Cook 
county 
farm adviaer, say* the stepped- 
up food grain sanitation program, 
rn which the U. S. food and drug 
administration is enlisting the co- 
operation of country and termin­ 
al elevators, emphasizes the need 
for similar sanitation 
measures 
on the part of farmers. 
Federally inspected 
elevators 
may not want to risk accepting 
contaminated grain, 
and 
grain 
unfit for food may have to be 
sold for other purpose* at a dis­ 
count. 
Country grain 
dealers 
will be 
giving 
farm-delivered 
grains, especially wheat, a much 
closer inspection than 
in 
the 
past, Mees believes. 
FARM STORAGE of grains is 
expected to expand still farther 
this year a* elevator storage fa­ 
cilities fill up. Farmers who plan 
to store grain themselves should 
first do a thorough job of clean­ 
ing up their bin# and then spray 
and fumigate to guard against 
insects, 
It is equally important to do 
everything possible to avoid rat 
and mouse contamination. 
This 
calla for removing all trash nest­ 
ing places and food, along with 
skillful use of poison and traps. 
Careful choice of use of resi­ 


gns per 1,000 square feet of wall 
or floor surface. Whenever prac­ 
tical spray around the outside 
as well as the inside of th* bin. 
USE DDT SPRAYS with cau­ 
tion, however, and o n ly at rec­ 
ommended rates. While evidence 
does not show their use to be a 
wealth hazard, further tests are

Insect control and occasional 
watering are two of the sum* 
mertime “musts” for the gar­ 
den. 
Here are some practical tips 
on handling these problems from 
the Illinois Garden Guide, pub­ 
lished by the University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture. 
In contrast to 
the frequent 
light waterings advised for seed­ 
beds during the dry spells, plots 
with well-started plants should 
have good soakings—at least Vt 
inch of water—but only when 
they really need i t 
A good rule is to water the 
garden only when plants that 
wilt a little during the day do 
not completely revive overnight. 
On a hot windy day, even when 
there is enough moisture in the 
soil, plants like cucumbers, mel­ 
ons, and eggplant will wilt some­ 
what but will revive during the 
night 
MOST INSECTS can be con­ 
trolled 
only with insecticides. 


But horticulture specialists who 
prepared ‘he garden guide urge 
extreme caution in the u se .of 
such highly toxic compounds as 
nicotine sulphate and tetraethyl 
pyrophosphate. 
They must be 
handled and stored with care 
and used only according to di­ 
rections. 
Parathion, a deadly 
poison but a highly effective 
insecticide, is also dangerous to 
handle and is not recommended 
for use by home gardeners. 
A general-purpose dust con­ 
taining one-half to three-fourths 
of one per cent of rotenons and 
three to five per cent of puri­ 
fied DDT makes an ideal all­ 
round insecticide recommended 
for the home garden. 
The 1952 Illinois garden guide 
gives helpful 
information 
on 
nearly every phase of garden­ 
ing.

can ptect your 


farm buildings 


No building if safer from light­ 
ning than one which is protected 
by well-ground lightning rods. 
D. W. Winter, farm fire pro­ 
tection specialist at the Illinois 
College of Agriculture, lists four 
important parts of your farm 
building lightning rod gyitem to 
check for best protection. 
(1) Be sure that the connec­ 
tions are tight between the point 
and the conductor wire. 
(2) BE BUBE that the con­ 
ductor wire is more than 5 feet 
away from electric or telephone 
wire*. 
(3) Be flue that the conductor 
wire is protected from damage, 
especially near the ground where 
machinery or livestock may tear 
it leone, 
(4) Be sure that the ground 
wire or rod is at least 12 feet 
deep so that it will effectively 
lose the electrical charge.

Custom rates expected

Custom rates for combining In 
the Northeastern Illinois

farming areas in Illinois. 
The 1952 report 
on

rates, which gives farmer*’ es­ 
timates on 34 field 
operations,

PAPE 8c GUENTHER Bros, 
have a bulk feed truck, one of 
four of its kind in the state, 
which can ship feed direct from 
the mill to the farm without 
the use of bags. 
Through the use of power lifts 
and blowers all of the hand la­ 
bor formerly involved in trans­ 
porting feed is ommitted, mean­ 
ing a great saving to farmers 
in lower prices for their feeds. 
New methods of poultry rais­

Afright adds that parathion, al­ 
so very effective against

garden insects, is not 
recom­ 
mended for home garden use be­

*1 have seen very little out­ 
side of Pusan. 
Pusan is a very 
filthy, crummy 
city 
and 
is 
crowded with refugees from up 
north. Many people do not have 
homes or anywhere to sleep, so 
they just sleep outside in door­ 
ways, etc. You would never be­ 
lieve some people could live so 
dirty until you see it 
“The womer carry almost ev­ 
erything on their heads. They 
carry their children tied to their 
backs, Indian style. The Korean 
men carry almost everything on 
their backs. 
They use an ap­ 
paratus called an ‘A frame’ be­ 
cause it looks something like a 
letter ‘A’. 
They carry unbeiiev 
able loads in this manner. 
“It seems they are all thieves. 
Some of it is due to necessity I 
guess. They are harvesting wheat 
now, threshing it with the old 
fashioned flaiL 
That is not old 
fashioned to them as they are 
very backward and seem to have 
no desire to get ahead. 
“It it very seldom you see the 
women drop or spill 
anything 
from their head. They will be 
carrying a bucket of water on 
their head, full to the top and 
be almost run over by a car, but 
never spill a drop. They hardly 
ever look where they are going. 
“They’ll start right out into 
the street and never look one 
wgy or the other for traffic. You 
have to be on your toes at all 
times while driving. 
“I average from 20 to 25 miles 
a day driving a jeep and have 
hit only one Korean so far, I did 
no more than bruise him as I 
was going very slow. 
“These people drive the most 
dilapidated vehicles imaginable. 
The bodies are shot, the wheels 
are bent, the frames are sprung. 
Most of the cars are taxis. 
“I read where Ray Lauffen* 
burger was stationed in Pusan 
(saw that in the Enterprise), so 
I looked him up one day and we 
had a little chat and discussed 
how much we would like to be 
back there again. I didn’t know 
him, but I saw he was from 
Palatine so I thought I might as 
well get acquainted. I have seen 
him a few times since at

postoffice as he, too, is a mail 
clerk."

The nose always contains germs 
and there are many diseased 
noses which contain a great num­ 
ber of bacteria. Anyone with an 
infection of the ears or nose or 
any part of the body, is a poten­ 
tial source of danger to himself 
and others and should be prohi­ 
bited from swimming near other 
people. 
THE CHIEF diseases that are 
transmitted in swimming pools 
are inflammation of the eye, boils 
and other infections in the ear, 
chronic inflammation of the nose 
and the sinuses, sore throat, var­ 
ious infections of the skin, in­ 
cluding particularly the so-called 
athletes foot, and infection of 
the bowels with dysentery. 
Most swimming pools use chlor­ 
ine to kill bacteria in the water. 
The ultraviolet ray is also used 
to destroy harmful germs. Sani­ 
tation and proper care of a swim­ 
ming pool are eaJen^ al 
ation, however, should not be de­ 
pended on alone; a well designed 
Dool approved by health author­ 
ities, provides for constant puri­ 
fication of water as well by draw­ 
ing it off, filtering it, and return­ 
ing it to the pool. 
ONE AUTHORITY says that 
few cases of infection develop 
from swimming in the ocean or 
in rivers or lakes where the peo- 
nle are not packed together. On 
crowded beacher, however, peo­ 
ple are constantly exposedI to ti* 
excretions and secretions of their 
neighbors, resulting rn l o t i o n 
of the respiratory tract ana dys- 
entery. 
Swimming is a wonderful sport. 
Everyone should k n o w h o w 10 
swim, but as in everything else^ 
care and common sense shouM be 
factors in the enjoyment of swim­ 
ming. Cleanliness of the pool^or 
beacli and good personal hygiene 
should be observed. They will 
nrotect the swimmer himself and 
others.

Softball comes and goes but real baseball continues in 
wartime and peacetime, and eras of prosperity and depres­ 
sion to be the number one American sport. It seems unusual 
to us how softball does come and go. We never saw a soft­ 
ball game played in the years when we were playing high 
school and college ball in the twenties. Then came the de­ 
pression and softball became 
the fad. Cheap entertainment 
to watch and low cost financ­ 
ing to operate helped softball 
when 
times were t o u g h . 
Every little town put up a few 
lights and had big crowds to see 
fast pitching softball. 
Here in 
Palatine in the late thirties just 
before the war it. was hard to take 
care of all the men, young and 
middle aged, anxious to be on 
teams in a local twilight league. 
Softball seams to 
be declining fast 
When the war came all this 
changed. There were few young 
men to play. The only ball being 
played to any extent was high 
school baseball and a little semi­ 
pro. After the war softball again 
flourished and every community 
had its local leagues. Again they 
are passing out of existence. The 
decline is shown in three years 
at Palatine Community p a r k 
where 
an 
eight 
team 
league 
played three nights a week, re­ 
duced last year to six teams with 
players and teams recruited out­ 
side the community, and this year 
no league at all. The same has 
happened at Arlington, Barring­ 
ton, and other communities. 
The fast pitching league com­ 
prising Palatine Motors, Liberty­ 
ville, Evanston, Oak Park, High­ 
land Park, and Waukegan 
is 
what is left of northwest suburb­ 
an softball. Chalk it up to tele­ 
vision, more 
money to spend, 
every kid with a car, or whatever 
you want but interest in softball 
is fading out again.

On the other hand interest in 
summer sports is not dying out. 
Chicago big league teams are en­ 
joying the pest gates of all time.

Much 
money has been spent for ama­ 
teur tournaments and Legion ball 
to encourage and find talent for 
organized ball. Baseball has noth­ 
ing to fear right now. There is 
more high school, college, and 
semi-pro ball being played than 
at any time in the nistory of our 
country. 
We have to quarrel with soft­ 
ball We just grew up in a time 
when baseball was the main sport 
and we never really learned to 
appreciate softball. H o w e v e r , 
from the standpoint of evening 
entertainment softball has 
the 
edge for most small communities 
can never meet the expense of 
lighted baseball fields. We admit 
we are prejudiced when we say 
that at the best softball is just a 
substitute for baseball and the 
American public has taken it on

Too much DDT 
could harm 
birds, fish 


DDT and many other super 
bug killers have proven a great 
boon to man when properly used 
but in numerous 
cases 
have 
boomeranged when not properly 
used. There is no regulation on 
the use of these insecticides and 
too little attention has been paid 
to the biological consequence of 
widespread use of powerful in­ 
secticides. 
It seems to be a human ten­ 
dency to think that if a little of 
something will do some good a 
lot of it will do much more good. 
This tendency has resulted in the 
use of dosages that are 
much 
more potent than necessary 
to 
control insects and consequently 
fatal to birds and fish. 
AHY DOSAGE of DDT imme­ 
diately affects the ecology of an 
area and several forms of wild­ 
life such as fish, reptiles, and 
amphibians are killed by even 
very light concentrations of DDT 
and similar products. 
Decima­ 
tion of their insect food 
can 
eliminate certain birds just as 
certainly as if they were shot 
with a gun. 
DDT in oil solu­ 
tion is particularly harmful 
to 
young birds in the nesting sea­ 
son. 
In powder form 
it 
has 
been found to be less harmful. 
More super bug killers are be­ 
ing developed that hold potential 
hazards for wildlife much greater 
than anything 
experienced 
to 
data. If their use results in ser­ 
ious depletion of wildlife, it is 
a matter for grave public con­ 
cern.
